This being done, 
Mr. Anderson’s horse, a chestnut, was brought 
out, and being mounted by the well known 
and fine steeple-chase rider, Mr, Linton, who 
had himself given his services for the occa- 
sion, was ridden at the same jump, whieh he 
broke with bis hind legs three times in suc- 
cession, getting over the fourth time with « 
hard hit. Mr. Horloch then, having caused 
the bar to be elevated to the height of 
five feet two inches, again rode at it; his 
horse refused the first ime, and the second 
broke it with his fore legs. The bar was then 
sunk one inch, and this the Black Dwarf did 
magnificently at the first try, See 
three or four inches with his forelegs, 
just touching with one hind shoe, Mr, Lin- 
ton then again mounted, and though he did 
all in the power ot a tirst rate mder to induce 
the horse to jump, for four times in succes 
sion he went through the bar, thus leaving 
Mr. HL. winner of the match.

The following is good advice to young phy- 
sicians :— 


Be very careful; be very slow; be very 
modest in the presence of Nature. One spe- 
cial caution let me add. If you are ever so 
accurate in your physical explorations, do 
not rely too much upon your resulta, Given 
fifty men with a certain fixed amount of or 
ganic disease, twenty may die, twenty may 
linger indefinitely, and ten may never know 
they have anything the matter with them. I 
think you will pardon my saying that I have 
known sometbing of the arta of direct explo. 
ration, though | wrote a youthful Essay on 
them, which, of course, is lable to be consi- 
dered a presumption to the contrary I 
would not, therefore undervalue them, but I 
will say that a diagnosis which maps out the 
yhysien! condition ever so accurately, is, in a 
eames proportion of cases, of less consequence 
than the opinion of a seosible man of experi- 
ence, founded on the history of the disease, 
though be has never seen the patient. 

And this leads me to speak of prognosis 
and its fallacies. I have doomed people, and 
seen others dgom them, over and over ayain, 
on the strength of physical signs, and they 
have lived in the most contumacious and 
scientifienlly unjustifiable manner as long as 
they liked, and some of them are living still 
I see two men in the street, very often, who 
were both as good as dead in the opinion of 
all who saw them in their extremity. Peo- 
ple will insist on living, sometimes, though 
manifestly moribund - Dr. Elder's Life of 
Kene you will tind a case of this sort, told 
by Dr. Kane himself. The captain of a ship 
was dying maby 4 but the crew mutinied, 
and he gave up dying for the present to take 
care of them. An old lady in this city, near 
her end, gota little vexed about a proposed 
change in her will; made up her mind not 
to die just then; ordered a coach; was dri- 
ven twenty miles to the house of a relative, 
and lived four years longer. Cotton Mather 
tells some good stories which he picked up 
in his experience, or out of his books, show- 
ing the unatadle equilibrium of prognosis — 
Simon Stone was shot in nine places, and as 
he lay for dead, the Indians made two hacks 
with a hatchet to cut his head off. He got 
well, however, and was a lusty fellow in 
Cotton Mather’s time. Jabez Musgrove was 
shot with a bullet which went in at his ear 
and came out at his eye, on the other side. A 
couple of bullets went through his body also. 
Jabez got well, however, and lived many 
— Per contra, Colonel Rossiter, crack- 
ng a plum-stone with his teeth, broke a 
tooth and lost his life. We have seen physi- 
cians dying, like — from a scratch; 
and a man who had had a crowbar shot 
through his head, alive and well) These ex- 
treme cases are warnings. But you can 
never be too cautious in your prognosis, in 
the view of the great uncertainty of the 
course of any disexse not long watched, and 
the many unexpected turns it may take. 

I think Iam not the first to utter the fol- 
lowing caution: Beware how you take away 
hope trom any buman being. Nothing is 
clearer Uban Wat the merciful Creator intends 
to blind most people as they pass down into 
the dark valley. Without very good reasons, 
temporal or spiritual, we should not interfere 
with His kind arrangements. It ix the height 
of cruelty and the extreme of inpertinence, 
to tell your patient he must di, except you 
are sure that he wishes to know it, or that 
there is some particular cause for his know- 
ing it. I should be especially unwilling to 
tell a child that it could not recover: if the 
theologians think it necessary, det them take 
the responsibility. God leads Teby the hand 
to the cdge of the precipice in happy uncon 
sciousness, and T would not open its eyes to 
what Ile wisely conceals.

This is a great deal to promise or perform, 
| but it is not all that is expected of him. Sick 
people are very apt to be both fools and cow 
arde. Many of them confess the fact in the 
frankest possible way. If you doubt it, ask 
the next dentist about the wisdom and cou- 
rage of average manhood under the diapen- 
sation of a bad woth. Asa tooth is to a 
liver, so are the dentists’ patients to the doc- 
tors’, in the want of the two excellences above 
mentioned. 

Those not over-wise human beings called 
o—- are cons quently a little unreasona- 
ve. They come with a small scratch, which 
Nature will heal very nicely in a few days, 
and insist on its being closed at once with 
some kind of joiner's glue. They want their 
little coughs cured, so that they may breathe 
at their case, when they have no ane left 
that are worth mentioning. Thet would 
have called in Luke, the physician, to John 
the Baptist, when his bead was in the char 
ger, and asked for a balsam that would cure 
cts. This kind of thing cannot be done.— 
But it is very profitable to lie about it, and 
say that it can be done, The people who 
make a business of this lying, and profiting by 
i, are called quacks 

But as patients wish to believe in all man- 
ner of “ cares,” and aa all doctors love to be- 
lieve in the power of their remedies, and as 
nothing is more open to self deception than 
medical experience, the whole matter of the- 
rapeutics bas always been made a great deal 
more of than the case would justify, It hes 
been an inflated currency,—filly pretences 
on paper, to one fact of true, ringing metal. 


Dr. Holmes, like all the lights of his profes- 
sion, knows the limitations of physic. We 
will copy one of his remarks, Ali through 
the great West, and everywhere that quack 
medicines are extensively used, these com- 
mon sense views of what the doctor can do 
and what he can", are much needed. If peo- 
ple had less faith in drugs they would give 
more attention to a reasonable observance of 
the conditions of health. 


All noxious agents, al) appliances which 
are not natural food or stimuli, all medicines 
proper, cost a patient, on the average, five 
per cent. of his vital force, let us say. Twen 
ty times as much waste of force produced by 
any of them, that is, would exactly kill bim, 
nothing less than kill him, and nothing 
more. If this, or something like this, is true, 
then all these medications are, prima furte, 
injurious, 

n the game of Life-or-Death, Honge et 
Noir, as played between the Doctor and the 
Sexton, this five per cent., this certain small 
injury entering ioato the chances, is clearly 
the sextou's perquisite for keeping the green 
table, over which the game is played, and 
where he hoards up hea gains. Suppose a 
blister to diminieh a man's pain, effusion or 
dysnaa to the saving of twenty per cent. in 
vital force; his profit from it i# fifteen, in 
that case, for it always hurts him five to be 
gin with, according to our previous assump 
tion. 

Presumptions are of vast importance in me 
dicine, as in law. A man is presumed innocent 
until he is proved guilty. A medicine—that is, 
anoxious agent, like a blister, a seton, an eme 
tic, or a cathartic—should always be presumed 
to be hurtiul, It always is directly hurttul; 
it may sometimes be indirectly beneticial. If 
this presumption were established, and d's 
ease alWays assumed to be the innocent vie 
tim of circumstances, and not punishable by 
medicines, that is, noxious agents, or poisons, 
until the contrary was shown, we should not 
so frequently hear the remark commonly, 
perbay 8 erroneously, attributed to Sir Astiry 
Cooper, but often repeated by sensible per 
sons, that, on the whole, more harm than 
good is done by medication. Throw out 
opium, which the Creator himself seems to 
prescribe, for we often see the scarlet poppy 
growing in the cornfields, as if it were fore 
seen that wherever there ia hunger to be fed 
there must also be pain to be soothed ; throw 
out a few specifics which our art did not dis 
cover, and is hardly needed to apply ; throw 
out wine, which is @ food, aaa the vapors 
which produce the miracle of angsthesia, ane 
I firmly beliewe that if the whole materia 
medica, as now used, could be sunk to the 
bottom of the sea, it would be all the better 
for mankind,--and all the worse for Uv 
fishes

Whether the medicines that work thes« 
wonders are attenuated aceording to the old 
Homeopathic formulas, we are of course un 
able to say, Weare a little inclined to be 
lieve that they are not—and that much more 
powerful dilutions are now used than were 
employed by the origival disciples of Hahne- 
mann. We doubt whether the contents of 
certain bottles of Aconite that bave been in 
Our possession, could be swallowed with im 
panity—and so with various otber medicines. 
Our words and belief apply only to the 
Homaopathic remedies as we find them— 
not to such remedies as compounded by 
Hahnemann. And that they have power— 
that Aconite for instance, will affect a fever, 
that both it and Belladonna will soothe a teeth- 
ing child, who is tossing his head about in 
all directions, and that Tartar Emetic will 
generally check a croupy or spasmodic cough, 
we have proved to our own entire satie 
faction. 

When this matter is finally rettled—it it 
ever should be settled-——we think it will be 
found that the doses given by the Allopathic 
practitioners, are, as a general thing, not 
only needlessly but offen even hurtfully large 
They wish to produce a certain effect, but do 
not sufficiently bear in) mind what Dr. 
Holmes is fully conscious of, the fact that 
medicine in iteedlf is not a beneficial thing, 
and is therefore offen, and perhaps generally 
injurious in a degree. Now if a desired ef 
fect can be produced by a small quantity of 
any pernicious drag, anything over that amall 
quantity may do, probably wil do, needless 
harm, We are also inclined to believe that 
the amount of any drug required to produce 
a given effect, is generally greatly over esti- 
mated, We all know how doses of calomel, 
within a few years, bave dwindled down 
doing just as much good nowadaya, and no 
thing like the amount of harm. And what is 
true of calomel is probably true of many other 
medicines 

We are not the least of a bigot in regard 
to Homeopathy. In the last severe illness 
in our family, we tried the Allopathic prac 


tier, And thercfore we may be considered 
a tolerably fair and impartial witness - 
Where we think Allepathy does injury,

Where we think 
Homeopathy often fails, is in its hesitation

| Hoantna Rew, Va, Joly 12 -—A battle was 
fought yesterday afternoon at Rich Moun 
tain, about two miles east of thie place, where 
the enemy, numbering about two thousand, 
under the command of Col, Pegram, were 
strongly entrenched 

About 3 o'clock in the morning, Gen. Ro 
sencranz, with a portion of the Sth, 10th and 
13th Indiana Regimenta, and the 19th Onio, 
left thie place, and, after a very dificult march 
of seven or eight miles, cutting a road 
through the woods, succeeded in surrounding 
the enemy. 

About 3 o'clock P. M, a te fight 
ensued, lasting about an hour a half, re- 
sulting in a loss of sixty of the enemy killed, 
a large number wounded, and many priso- 
ners, some of whoa are officers. 

The enemy retreated precipitately, leavin 
behind them six guns, a large number 
horses, wagons, camp equipage, ete. 

The loss on our side is about twenty killed 
and forty wounded.

They had selected the forks of the Roaring 
Creek, which” empties, afer a northerly 
course, into the Tygart'’s Valley River, a 
branch of the Monongahela. The creek 
crosses the road in two places about a mile 
apart. The morning was cool and bracing, 
and our men were in capital epirita Gen. 
Rosencrangz ordered the brigade to cut a path 
througif a thick growth of mountain pine 
trees, and heavy undergrowth of brush, for 
nearly nine miles, which occupied about ten 
hours After resting at noon, we came in 
sight of the rebels at about four o'clock, and 
at once opened « heavy fire upon them with 
our artillery, under cover of which our men 
stormed their batteries 

They made a vigorous resistance, but were 
unable to realat the deaperate assault of our 
Todiana troops. We have possession of their 
bagvawe, fleld pieces, tents and ammunition, 
We have also a number of prisoners, The 
wounded are being cared for in our hospital, 
and our surgeons are attending to all ae 
Gen, Hosencranz had his horse ehot from un 
der him, and the hair-breadth escapes are 
numerous, The loss ot the rebels ia about 
two hundred killed and wounded.

EKN Missouns—A battle took place on the 
Hd, between the Missouri State troops under 
Gov. Jackson and Gen. Raines, numbering 
by their accounts from ten to thirteen thou 
sand, (an exaggeration probably) and the 
United States forces under Col. Siegel, num- 
bering fifteen hundred in all. Lieut. Toskin, 
Col, Siegel's adjutant, and bearer of despatches 
to Col. Harding, gives the following particu- 
lars 

The State troops were posted on an emi- 
nence in the praine, with five pieces of artil 
lery—one twelve pounder in the centre and 
two six pounders on the right and left; 
cavalry on cach flank and the infantry in the 
rear of the artillery, Col Siegel approached 
within eight hundred yards, with four cannon 
in the centre, a boty of infantry and a six- 
pounder under Lieutenant-Colonel Hassen- 
dard on the left, Col. Solomon's command 
with a six-pounder on the right, and a body 
of infantry behind the centre arullery. 

Col, Siegel's left opened fire with shrapnell, 
and soon the engagement became general 
The rebels had no grape, and their artillerists 
being poor, their balls went over the heads 
of the bevteral troops. After two hours’ firing, 
the enemy's artillery was entirely silenced, 
and their ranks broken. About one ~ <9 
and fifty rebel cavalry then attempled to 
outflank Siegel, and cut off his baggage train, 
which was three miles back, when a retro 
grade movement was ordered, and the train 
was reached in good order. 

The wagons were then surrounded by the 
infantry and artillery, and the retreat con- 
tinued Ull a point was reached where the 
road passed through a high bluff on each 
side, Where the enemy's cavalry were posted 
in large numbers by a teint, as it intending to 
pass around the bluff, Siegel threw his artil- 
lery into a solid body into the road, at a dis- 
tance of one hundred and fifty yards from 
his position, when, ky a rapid movement of 
his artillery he pouréd a heavy cross fire of 
canister into their ranks, and at the same 
time the infentry charged at double quick 
tune. In ten minutes the State forces scat 
tered in every direction. 

Bighty-five rideriess horses were captured, 
siaty five shot guns, aod a number of re 
volvers and bowie Knives were picked up trom

Col, Siegel did not surround Carthage as
